Last Comrade of Lopes. 


TROY, Pa.—Augustus A, Pomeroy, 
the 70-year-old court crier of this town, 
fe said to be the last survivor of the 
last expedition led to Cuba by Narciso 
Lopez. Of an adventurous spirit, he 
early became a wahderer, and when 
barely past his majority found himself 


in New Orleans on his way overland to 
the newly discovered gold fields of Cal- 
ffornia, There his money gave out, and 
with a companion Harry. McDonald by 
mame, he took up the trade of house- 
-painting, which he followed until. his 
of the expedition. 

“Lopez” said Mr. Pomeroy, “was not. 
a Cubdn.. He was born in Venezuela, 
and for many years was a general in 
the Spanish army performing service in 
Cuba. In course of time, by reason of 
his popularity with the Cubans and his 
American ofigin, he fell into disfavor 
with the Spanish authorities, and in 
the end was removed from his post anl 
dismissed from the army, That was in 
1848, and, smarting under the injustice 
done him, he at once devoted himself to 
the cause of Cuban freedom. The first 
uprising planned by him came to noth- 
ing, owing to the treachery of a rich 
Cuban, who, afraid of losing his prop- 
erty gave information of it to the au- 
thorities. Lopez made his escape to thr: 
United States, but many of his asso- 
clates were arrested. The Spanish cap- 
tain-general treated them with great 
leniency, and they were released after 
a brief imprisonment. When Lopez 
fled from. the island he made his way 
to New Orleans. Here at once set about 
the organization of an expedition, and, 
although entirely without financial aid 
from Cuba, in less than two years he 
succeeded, with -funds furnished by 
Louisiana planters, who were secretly 
anxious to have the island annexed to 
the United States as a slave-holding 
colony, in organizing a force of 600 men, 
which left Néw Orleans in May, 1850, 
in the American ship Creole. The land- 
ing of this expedition, which was offi- 
cered partly by Ameriéans, was made 
at Cardenas, on the north coast, and 
although this place was fairly well gar- 
risoned, no opposition was made and at 
the end of a few hours the governor of 
the. place surrendered, But the native 
Cubans failed to come to the support of 
Lopez, and after holding Cardenas for 
‘a day, he determined to re-embark, in- 
tending to land at..some other point on 
the island, This plan fell through, ow- 
ing to the pursuit of the Creole by a 
Spanish’ warship and a lack of disci- 
plHne among the invaders. In the end 
the éxpedition disbanded.at Key West, 
and its ship and boats were confiscated 
by our authorities, , 

“In no way discouraged; “Lopez re- 
turned to New Orleans, and jnmédiate- 
ly set afoot plans for another descent 
on the Cuban coast. My friend Mc- 
Donald and & attended some of the 
meetings, and soon made up our minds 
to join the expedition, which in its 
final shape embraced a motley collec- 
tion of Cubans, Hungarians, Germans, 
and Americans. Among the last were 
many Kentuckians, and these had for a 
leader Col. Will Crittenden, past ques- 
tion the bravest man I have ever 
known. Lopez himself was then about 
60 years old, with long hair and flowing 
beard, both snowy white, piercing black 

eyes and erect military bearing, and of 

charming address. 

“No attempt was made to conceal the 
plans of the expedition, and when it 
was ready to sail it got away without 
delay or misadventure, On the. night of 
Aug. 3, 1851, the steamer Pampero left 
her dock at New Orleans, drifted out 

“mto the Mississippi, and headed for the 
Gulf. On board the Pampero were 480 
men and a good supply of arms and am 
munitiof, A few days later we touche 
at Key West where news was receive 


_ that there had been a fresh uprising in 


Cuba, and that our coming was eagerly 
awaited by the insurgents, and where 
we also took on board a pilot for the re- 
mainder of the voyage. Various causes 
have been given for the speedy fallure 
of the expedition, but it was due,in the 
main to the tretchery of th t. He 
promised Lopez to land him Among 
friends, but instead guided the Paympe- 
ro to a part of the island swarming 
Spainards, 

On the evening of the eighth day af- 
ter leaving New Orleans we effected a 
landing at Playtas, a small coast ham- 
‘let to the west of Havana, but so near | 
to that. city that Ths: CRptRtE eSperel | 
found it'an’easy matter to concentrate 
a force of 4000 soldiers to oppose us. For 
a moment we were ignorant of our 
whereabouts and Lopez as he stepped | 
on shore fell on his‘knees and kissed the , 
earth saying, ‘Nuerida Cuba,’—Beloved | 
Cuba! The men as they came on shore | 
fund temporary shelter in a group of | 


tobacco sheds near the water front, but | 


we had landed only a part of our am- 
munition and baggage, when a Spanish 
warship steamed up from the east and 
began an attack In the face of which | 
the Pampero hastily put to sea and we 
saw her no more. Meanwhile Lopez 
with about 300 of his men had started 
inland, marching toward Las Pozas, a 
small village twelve miles away. Mc- 
Donald and I went as: members of his 
men were left behind as a,rear guard, 
and it was not until long after that we 
learned the story of their unhappy fate. 
Crittenden’s first move after we parted 
company’ with him ‘was to seek the 
shelter of some deserted buildings about 
a mile and a half from shore and out 
of range of the Spanish gunboat. Then 
marching slowly inland he was met 
and engaged next day by a force of 500 
Spaniards. Crittenden and his men, 
taking advantage of the chapparal, 
fought with stubborn valor, and when 
they finally fell back, left thirty men 


~- dead on the field. They retreated to a 


= 


deserted building, intending to make a 
second stand there, but seeing the hope- 
lessness of their position. finally re- 
solved to get out of the island as best 
they could. Accordingly Crittenden 
sent out scouts to the east and-4vest to 
gather in all the boats they could find. 
Fifteen boats were got together after 
long searching, and In these. scantily 
provisioned. thev set sail for the Plori- 
da coast. They had not gone far. how- 
ever, before thev were overhauled bv 
the Spanish steamer Habanero, and 
compelled to surrender. They were 
landed at Havana, and bravely admit- 
"ting that they wefe filibusters, weré- 
tried by drum-head court-martial and 
sentenced to be shot. This sentence was 
executed on the Punta, the open parade 
gfound opposite Morro Castle, on the 
morning. of August 16, 1851. Crittenden 
exhorted his men to be brave and dle 
like heroes, telling them that they were 
laying down their lives for liberty and 
sowing seed of which the future. would 
reap the fruit. When ordered to kneel 
by his executioners, he refused to. do 
80, proudly. declaring “We Kentuckians 
kneel to one but God!’ And so, erect 
and smiling, he met death, like the lion 
hearted hero he was. 

“Gen, Lopez had reached a place 
ealled Murillo, when he was met and 
charged unon bv ‘a large body of the 
enemy. Although we finally drove the 
Spaniards off with a loss.of aboyt 290 
men, we ourselves lost thintv-five men 
killed and as many wounded. These 
wounded men we were -compelled to 
leave behind when we continued our 
match towards Las Pozas, and they 
were. all murdered by the Spaniards. 
On August 24 while in camp at Las 


Frias we were attacked by 1300 Spanish |. 


troops,, andj‘ although. outnumbered 
six to one, inflictéd heavy loss upon and 
in. the end, drove off our asasilants,.But 
up to this time not a single Cuban’ had. 


come to our aid, and after another fight 
at Las Pozas, Gen. Lopez, seeing the 
hopelessness of the stru a 
council of war and tearfully 


low his broken fortunes, ur us to 
seek safety by scattering in the moun- 
tains until we could find some way to 
get back to tle United States, Then 
bidding us farewell he struck off with 
a handful of followers into the hbliss: 


There he wandered, evading arrest, un- |- 


til one morning while at breakfast, in 
the house of one. of -his sympathizers, 
he was surprised and captured. Taken 
to Havana, he was sentenced as a crim- 
iffal to the garote and executed on the 
parade ground at Morro Castle. ’ 
“Searcely had Lopez taken leave of 
s-men-when-a-large body of Spaniards 


surrounded the greater portion of them 


and took 160 prisoners. The men thus 
eaptured were sent to hard labor in the 
mines of Spain, where many of them 
died. Those who survived were after- 
wards ‘released through the efforts of 
President Fillmore. My friend McDon- 
ald and I managed to escape capture 
and’ made our way as fast as we could 
to the foothills that border Mount Guay 
abayjou,. the ‘highest peak in western 
Cuba. Hurrying onward-. despite the 
midsummer heat of the tropics we soon 
reached its base and began to climb the 
great mountain. On one shoulder of it 
half hid by the trees, a mass of ruins 
gleamed white in the sunlight. It was 
the deserted convent of Murrillo, and 
toward it we made our way. We knew 
all to well that if discovered our lives 
would not be worth a moment's ransom 
and we hped to find a hiding plate in 
the old convent until we could contrive 
some plan for making our escape from 
the: island. \ 

“Part way up the mountain we sat 
down to rest and to make a meal from 
the. small supply of food we had con- 
trived to bring with us. The woods 
had grown thinner as. we ascended, and 
our’resting place commanded an im- 
mense landscape half veiled in a thin 
mist, but offering views of great 
beauty. To the north we could faintly 
behold the sea, and to the east a 
slight brown cloud behind which lay 
Havana.

Nothing disturbed our rest 
that night, and for three weeks or more 
we made the old convent our abode, 
sallying forth each day in search of 
such food as lay to hand in the berries, 
fruits and game of the mountain side. 
These became scarce after a time ,and 
when we found a mule at the edge of 
the forest wes hot it, cut it up and 
transported it to our headquarters. 
Mule’s flesh is not the most palatable 
food in the world, but hunger gives 
one a ken appetite. One of our trips 
into the woods gave us a bad quarter- 
hour, for, startled by a strange, rust- 
ling noise, we glanced up and saw a 


;few feet ahead of us, gliding through 


the brush and fallen trees, a serpent 
almost twenty feet long and as thick as 
a man’s leg. McDonald, who had read 
up on Cuba before going there, said it 
mas a “m@ja,”.and not poisonous, but 
I told him'I had just as lief be killed 
by a snake as scared to death by one. 
For several nights thereafter I would 
awake each night and imagine that I 
heard in the darkness the crawling 
rustle of one of. these monsters. 
“Whenever we saw anyone approach- 
g our hiding place we contrived by 
whoops and other blood-curdling noises 
so alarm the intruders that the ruins 
etained the reputation they had long 
ad of béing haunted.

who went with Lopez to.Cuba I am 
the only, one now Mving.”

HOMINY MUFFINS. 

Upon two tablespoonfuls of fine hom- 
iny pour a cupful of boiling water, sim- 
mer for 15 minutes, add a cupful of Indian 
meal stirred in slowly, and then add a 
cup and a half of boiling milk. When 
this mixture has got nearly cold stir two 
beaten eggs, two tablesponfuls of flour, 
one of sugar, a teaspoonful each of salt 
and baking powder, Bake for 15 min- 
utes in heated gem pans. 

MOLASSES CAKE. 

Beat one cup of sugar and one cup of 
butter to a cream, add three-quarters of 
a cup of molasses, two eggs beaten light, 
One cup of milk with one teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in it, four cups of flour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of cream 
tartar.

sole charge of the water and sewer

PEMBERTON BANK CASE. 


The case of the Pemberton National 
bank vs. Field was taken up in the su- 
perior civil court Tuesday afternoon, 


Congressman Knox stated the action 
was to determine who has better title 
to land on Summer and Newbury 
streets. The value is from $10,000 to $12,- 
000. Both parties claim title through 
Gladys Jewett, wife of William 8. Jew- 
ett, It was bought by Mr. Jewett ard 
they lived there for some years. The 
property is claimed by the bank on a 
court judgment on a note for $5000 
given by Mr. Jewett and which execu- 
tion was issued in 1895. The bank won. 
An encumbrance was a mortgage of 
$7000. All the value to be regained is in 
excess of this amount. : ; 

In 1891 Mr. Jewett was engaged in 
exploiting bank stock. He obtained con- 
trol of the Pemberton bank and became 
an active man there, He then borrowed 
$15,000 on his own notes. By law this 
was all he could borrow as the stock 
was $150,000. He also borrowed $5000 on 
his wife’s note. This is the note in ques- 
tion. For two or more years the bank 
was carried on and was running down, 
Then the Arlington was started and 
bought the Pemberton. It paid Mr, Jew- 
ett exactly what the books. showed. All 
the stockholders were paid in full as 
were all the creditors, 

‘In estimating the value of the Pem- 
berton bank were these four notes. Mr. 
| Jewett said they would be. paid in 60 
| days and they were taken for full face 
value, and. he got $20,000. This was on 
' Jan. 1, 1893. Mr. Jewett paid the interest 
up to January 1894, 

Here Mr. Knox stated Mr. Jewett’s 
note was for $8000, but $3000 had been 


paid, 

When the interest was not paid in 
1894 the bank asked Mr. Jewett for it. 
In 1895 much pressure was brought to 
bear. 

-In July’ proceedings were begun. It 
had been believed that*the property 
was unncumbered, but a record of a 
mortgage to Herbert W. Fields on July 
12, 1895, was shown. It was dated in 
1892 and for three and a half years nev- 
er appeared on record, and all this time 
was claimed valid. The mortgage was 
for $5000 and on this property. 

We shall claim that this was not in 
good faith and a fraud between the 
partiés and not a valid title, continued 
Mr. Knox. 

We shall call attention to four of the 
instruments. We shall show that Jew- 
ett went into insolvency in 1895, that 
Mr. Jewett was always insolvent. We 
shall show that Feild borrowed later 
from Jewett. There is no question that 
between Field and Jewett that Field 
would have the better. title,-but as be- 
tween Field and the bank, the bank 
has, 

Mr. Jewett, Mr. Field, Mr. Butler and 
Mr. Aldred were then sworn. 

A certificate of the comptroller of the 
currency that the Pemberton bank was 
organized, was submitted as evidence. 
It was dated April 25, 1865. The certi- 
ficate granting authority to extend 
20 years was then submitted. 

A certificate copy of a writ of attach- 
ment dated August 1, 1895, against Gla- 
dys Jewett was submitted. A copy of 
the note’ and endorsements was sub- 
mitted. The judgment for $5981.66 was 
issued. Records of the sale to the Pem- 
berton bank were then used.

' METHUEN. 


LIVELY DEBATR. 


Some 250 voters turned out to the ad- 
journed session of the anual town meet- 
ing in the Methuen town hall Saturday | 
afternoon and as on the preceding Sat- 
urday there. were a number of ladies 
who occupied seats in the gallery. The 
disagreeable stormy weather however 
had prevented the farmers coming out 
in any considerable numbers and «the. 
outside districts were but. meagrely 
represented, By 

The meeting was called to order at 2 
‘o'clock by Moderator Granville EB, Foss 


‘and the business was taken up where 


it was left off at the first session of the 
meeting, viz: Art. 28—By request of 
George M. Phippen to see if the town 
will vote to instruct the school commit- 
tee to arrange @ course of free lectures 
and place the town hall-at their dis- 
posal for the same. 

The school commitete did not wish to 
undertake the responsibility for the 
lectures and objection was raised on 
account of the probable expense that 
would be incurred, The article . was 
changed to read that the — lectures 
should be given under the direction of 
a committee of citizens and with this 
change it was passed. 

The next article number: 29, ‘‘by re- 
quest of George M. Phippen to see if the 
town would vote to instruct.the water 
commissioners to erect ‘and maintain 
one or more fountains of cooled water 
during the heated term,and appropriate 
$100 for the same,” was passed over as 
was article 30 also “by request of Geo. 
M. Phippen. to see if the town would 
choose a committee to invegtigate the 
principles of the labor exchange as ap- 
plied to public works .and report at 
some future meeting.” ie 

Then came the lively part of the 
meeting. William D, Hartshorne offered 
a resolution asking for the reconsidera- 
tion of the vote on article 26 taken the 
week before. This was the article which 
asked for the acceptance of the provi- 
sions of chapter 455 of the acts of 1894 
relating to the licensing of plumbers 
and the appointment of an inspector of 
plumbing and was passed by a large 
majority vote at the first meeting after 
a lively discussion. The request of Mr. 
Hartshorne\ aroused another debate in 
which John T. Mannifield who opposed 
reconsideration was pitted against 
Judge Rogers, Frank Buckminster, Al- 
fred Newsholme, Joseph E. Busgwell and 
George B. Dumas, Mr. Mannifield’s ar- 
guments were strong and to the point. 
He argued for the protection of the 
homes of the wives and families from 
sickness, which was, he said, too often 
caused by defective plumbing put in 
by irresponsible contractors, which 
might be avoided if there were an in- 
spector. He spoke forcibly for the 
matter to stand where left at the pre- 
vious meeting but his opponents car- 
ried too many guns for him and the 
motion to reconsider was carried by a 
yea and nay vote and it was then voted 
to pass over the article. 

A question of the legality of the vote 
has arisen however as the by-laws 
plainly state that a vote to reconsider 
former action unless taken within an 
hour of such action must be a_ two- 
thirds vote and although this fact was 
called to the attention of Moderator 
Foss by Mr. Mannifield, he refused to 
call for a hand vote and declared the 
motion carried on a yea and nay vote. 
It is claimed that on account of the ex- 
isting by-laws the town clerk cannot 
record a vote for reconsideration ex- 
cept as specified, without giving the 
number voting pro and con and legal 
advice will be asked to decide the mat- 
ter, It is the opinion of many leading 
citizens includingvex-town officers that 
the vote as declared was not legal. 

After the matter had been settled 
however_by the moderator’s decision, 
Frank Buckminster offered another 
resolution requesting the committee on 
sewerage to ascertain from.the Law- 
rence authorities if better terms could 
be obtained for the town for the privi- 
lege of entering the city’s sewers. The 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Article 81—To see if the town would 
vote to pay the estate of Mrs. Cyrus 
Blood $70 for land taken in laying out 
a street off Summer street. was passed 
over. 

Streets laid out by the selectmen 
were accepted as follows: Ingalls court 
leading off Broadway, Quincy street, 
Kendall street, Boylston street, Ash- 
ford street and Eustis street all in the 


Currier district and Williams» street 
leading off Central street. 
By request of Frederick E. Lorenz, 


the highway surveyor was instructed to 
repair the streets in the Currier dis- 
trict, $800 to be taken from the regular 
street appropriation for that purpose. 
It was also voted to widen and repair 
River street from Union to Osgood 
street.and build a fence along the river 
bank, the pone ~ be taken from the 
regular appropriation. 

Voted ie locate a fire alarm box at 
the corner of. Lawrence and Tenney 
streets and appropriate $250 for the 
same. 

‘Voted to purchase a hose reel, 500 feet 
of hose and to erect a building for the 
same for the benefit of the residents of 
the Currier district. Two hundred and 
fifty dollars was appropriated for this 

urpose, 

. The remaining articles in the warrant 
41 to 49 inclusive, all of which were pe- 
titions for street lights in different sec- 
tions of the town were referred to the 
committee appointed a year ago to re- 
arrange the lighting system with dis- 
cretionar owers. | 

It was voted on motion of C.-Dudley 
Holman to instruct the committee on 
sewers to have their report printed and 
ready for distribution a week at least 
before the date of the town meeting at 
which the report was to be acted upon. 

The business of the meeting was 
completed and the meeting adjourned 
shortly before 4.30 o’clock.
